Highway Fund Suddenly

{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
PHOENIX, Jan. 13.—The new 
Democratic administration has 
made an early start ‘on its chase 
after asserted Republican malad- 
ministration, following charges 
made in the campaign. This morn- 
ing Gov. Hunt transmitted to the 
Senate a letter from the new State 
Engineer, Frank R. Goodman, in 
which the Legislature is called up- 
on for an immediate appropriation 
of $586,686.67, “if there is to be 
avoidedi an utter collapse of the 
State highway department.”’: 

Mr. Goodman advised the Gov- 
ernor that he had found work con- 
tracted for up to the end of the fiscal 
year at cost of $2,785,155, while 


funds on hand or expected to come 
before June 30 figure up $1,553,253 
less than the sum required. Sena- 
tor Elliott, who steered the finance 
code in the last special session, to- 
day acted as spokesman tor the 
State Engineer, stating that no way 
had been found out of the dilemma 
that confronts the administration. 
His moi:ion for an tnvestigation was 
carried unanimously, with the vote 
of the single Republican Senator, 
Phillips, and Senators Elliott, Cor- 
nick and Pierce were appointed on 
an investigating committee. There 
is expectation that the House will 
join when it meets Monday morn- 
ing. 
SENT TO COMMITTEES 

Consideration of ways whereby 
the asserted difficulty may be met 
was considered weighty enough for 
reference to three committees, 
those on appropriations, finance 
and judiciary, with assumption that 
action must be taken early to meet 
the next pay roll of the road gangs. 
The whole agitation is a tempest 
in a teapot, with primary inten- 
tion of making political war medi- 
cine, according to former officials 
of the State executive and highway 
departments. 

It is pointed out that no con- 
sideration has been taken of about 
$700,000 that will be due from the 
Federal government before the end 
of the fiscal] ;ear, with about §304,- 
00 of the sum already claimei by 
the State, which has had to pay out 
all costs of roads before making 
a claim for the 60 per cent of the 
cost t comes from the na- 
tion. 

This fnancial situation was fully 
set forth, it is told, in a letter ad- 
dressed to the new State Engineer, 
published in the press early in 
December and signed by the retir- 
ing engineer, Thomas Maddock. 
A former road engineer, familiar 
with the figures, deciares that the 
department’s house was left in or- 
der, with every cent of expenditure 
accounted for and with money in 
been 
lined out ahead. 


If the Legislature chooses to es- 
tablish a floating fund, he says, 
it would relieve the department of 
much finan stress led by 
the present method 
Federal funds.

PLAZA CASE ON 
WAY TO APPEAL 


Engineer Leaves for Capital 
With City’s Plea 


Will Hear Facts 


Immediate Action on Matter 
is Being Sought 


The Plaza union terminal case, 
veteran of a dozen battle grounds, is 
on ita way to Washington for con- 
sideration by the court of last re- 
sort—the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

Richard Sachse, chief engineer of 
the State Railroad Commission, and 
author of the Sachse report upon 
which the order for a union termi- 
nal at or near the Plaza was based, 
left yesterday for Washington to 
personally present the matter to 
the highest authority on transpor- 
tation problems. . 


Informally he represents the city 
of Los Angeles in the terminal case, 
and he carries with him a copy of 
the Sachse report, as well as a 
memorandum, asking the commis- 
sion to give the question its earliest 
consideration. 

The case is being taken to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in order to get it before that body 
while the State Supreme Court is 
deciding whether or not it will re- 
consider its recent decision, which 
was unfavorable to the Plaza or- 
der of the State Railroad Commis- 


sion. 
WILL GAIN TIME 

By sumbitting the case to the 
‘Washington board now the State 
Railroad Commission and city of 
Los Angeles expect to gain con- 
siderable time, as the. matter 
should be. well under considera- 
tion in Washington before an opin- 
ion is rendered by the State Su- 

reme Court on the application 
or a rehearing. 

In face of opposition from the 
railways involved, the city has 
been fighting for the terminal for 
ten years, and for five years the 
matter has been in the courts. The 
State Railway Commission more 
than a year ago ordered the rail- 
ways to join in building the ter- 
minal, but upon appeal to the State 
Supreme Court that body a few 
weeks ago ruled that the State 
Railroad Commission had no jur- 
isdiction in the matter. 

The Supreme Court has been 
asked for a rehearing, but since 
there is no new evidence to ad- 
vance in the original case it is 
taken for granted that the request 
will be refused, and thus the move 
is now made to interest the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in 
the belief that it has jurisdiction 
in the matter and will proceed to 
| exercise it.

But—the declaration of war had 
to be launched, even in the ab- 
sence of grievances on which to 
base it. Moreover, the war. the 
drama, the shaking of the entire 
world would swallow up everything 
even the memory the crime 
to which victory would grant 
pardon. The man counted upon all 
this. But denials. emanating from 
Germany, gradually undermined 
the fabrication; it became neces- 
sary to back it up with another lie, 
without entirely destroting the or- 
iginal one officially. Therefore tales 
were told about things alleged to 
have happened far from towns, far 
from reliable witnesses, on vague 
parte of the frontier.

“The country is coming out of 
the chaotic conditions brought on | 
by a series of revolutions. Some 
improvement already can be no- 
ticed and there is hope for recon- 
struction and advancement. 


“The country is at peace for the 
first time in twelve years. The | 
revolutionary movements have been 
defeated or have died out. They. 
are not popular. The Mexicans’ 
don’t want to have any more revo- 
lutions. 


“One of the things that at pres- 
ent produces unrest and keeps away 
from President Obregon some of 
the best and most important class- 
es of Mexicans is the situation 
brought about by the agrarian 
laws. It is not that the large land 
properties have been subdivided, 
but in the acts of confiscation with- 
out just compensation.

Cotton Dealers Set Goal at 
Thirty Cents 


ining Expansion Noted in 
Oatman_ District 


New Industry Formed; Bank

Predictions that cotton is headed 
for 30 centa are being heard in the 
market as the result of the succés- 
ful passage over the 27-cent mark 
in the past week. The move that 
pushed cotton futures above 37 
cents is attributed largely to the 
peaceful invasion of the German 
territory by the French, and the 
probability that the export market 


will not be ourtailed through the 
opening of hostilities. With this 
danger removed, speculaters are 
confident that the demand for the 
staple will continue to improve, and 
are making 80 cents their goal. Spot 
cotton closed at 27.30 cents, an ad- 
vance of 1 cent over the previous 
week. 

The futures made greater gains, 
the active trading options of March 
and May gaining 104 points. March 
ended the week at 27.73 and May 
at 27.89. July closed at 27.64, up 
107 pointe; January at 27.53,.up 11 
and October, 25.92, up 117. The 
California basis ie around 28 cents. 

Uniformly favorable reports from 
ali lines of business since the first 
of the year have been conducive 
to strength in cotton. In addition, 
the government ginnings figures re- 
leased last week served to intensify 
the existence of a short crop, and 
injected bullish enthusiasm into the 
market. The government report 
showed ginnings of 9,598,000 bales, 
a slight increase over the figures of 
December 13 of 8,493,000 bales. 

The Imperial Valley market re- 
mained quiet over the week. Over 
three-fourths of the crop has been 
marketed, and the remainder will 
be sold gradually in efforts te get 
the top prices.

Pass hands that do not 
contain tricks except with a cer- 
tain suit as trump, and bid them 
on the second or subsequent 
rounds of bidding unless such 
course becomes unnecessary or in- 
expedient. Make up your mind to 
give exact information by your 
bidding and stick to that resolu- 
tion. It is the only way to be- 
come a good Auction player.

son to expect in view of the fact 
that the events treated are seen in 
such a close perspective. The 
work, on the whole, as all true his- 
tory should be, is free from bias. 
It is close-packed with source ma- 
terial and no historian of the fu- 
ture will attempt a more complete 
and seasoned history of the war 
without consulting Mr. 
Buchan’'s splendidly conceived and 
admirably executed work. 

The chapter devoted to the Gal- 
lipoli campaign, which the author 
describes as “the most tragic chap- 
ter of the British chronicle,” is, in 
spite of its disastrous ending, one 
of the most interesting and romap- 
tic pieces of historical narrative 
that the reviewer has meet with 
in recent literature. 

Not the least valuable part of the 
work is the author’s evaluation of 
the great leaders, political and mil- 
itary, who directed the conduct of 
the war in office and in the field. 
In his picture of William II he 


says: 

“He loved the pageantry of 
war, but had no knowledge of its 
practical meaning, and rattled his 
saber as a rhetorical gesture. Asa 
statesman he was without aptitude 
or judgment, and yet with him lay 
the last word in his country’s 
statecraft.” 

Describing Gen. Joffre, who com- 
manded the French armies in the 
early stages of the war, he has this 
comment: 

“Joffre, at his headquarters in 
Champagne, awoke on the morning 
of Monday, the 24th (Aug., 1914,) 
to confront a falling world. The 
battles of_the frontier had one and 
all ignominiously falled, his three 
offensives had been met and brok- 
en, and the main armies of France} 
hurled back within their borders. 
. « « He had to face the tragic 
fact that this first round: had.been 
won by the enemy, not by superior 
numbers, but =f superior skill. 
Moreover, the fighting had shown 
the French inferior in many im- 
portant details—the use of air- 
planes, heavy artillery and wired 
entrenchments—all matters vital to 
a war of defense... .” He 
continues: “That day,,the 24th, 
Joffree issued his ‘Note to all the 
armies,’ and the following evening 
his famous ‘General Instructions, 
No. 2.’ Presently there followed a 
degringolade of general officers, 
thirty-three army, corps and di- 
visional commanders being re- 
moved. In this holocaust the inno- 
cent suffered with the guilty-——the 
far-sighted dnd competent Lan- 
rezac equally with some creature of 
lobby intrigue. With incomparable 
colrage and patience and with the 
mental elasticity of his race, Joffre 
faced the crisis, jettisoned his cher- 
ished preconceptions and prepared 
ah pian on the grim facts now 
at | made plain. 

But when he comes to deal with 


.the mtrigue and milling that took 


place in the field, the jealousy and 
bickering the commanders, 
he spares noone. Not that there is 
animus in this account, there is not. 
It is a clear and definite statement 
of the facts as he sees them. 

No review short of covering sev- 
eral columns could begin to do jus- 
tice to this work. It is, excepting 
as has been stated, comprehensive 
and illuminating. The style is 
flowing and colorful. The arrange- 
ment is simple and __ logical and 
though the subject ranges wide 
over three-quarters of the globe, 


no intelligent reader can lay thisf 


book down without having a clear 
and definite conception of the 
world’s greatest and most disas- 
trous military undertaking.

The eye of the scientist and the 
eye of the critic may not be focal- 
ized on exactly the same spot, but 
at least they are turned on the 
same group of objecta. 

It has alwas been a matter o 
Gifficulty for a scientist to “see” 
art. He has never had much use 
for the “vision and the dream.” 
On the other hand, the artist lives 
in a land of esthetic emotion, an 
to which he essays to give 
visible expression, and it has ever 
been the missiof{ or business of the 
critic to interpret, however feebly, 
the aime of the artist to a non- 
esthetic world. 

Which of these two estimates of 
“modernism in art’’ shall we accept 
as perhaps being nearer to the 
truth? The answer depends abso- 
lutely on whether we love science 
more or artless. The scientist is

The critic is Clive Bell, whose 


book bears the simple legend, | 
“Art.” 
“Without understanding their | 


own motives,” writes Dr. Paton, 
“these ultra-modernists seem to be 
intent on proving that ‘savages are 
a sort of contemporary ancestry.’ 
The ultra-moderns are really pre- 
Primitives. This is brought out if 
we compare the idols and images 
of savage races with the composi- 
tions of the futurist school of sculp- 
tors or painters. That the artist 
who produces these creations is 
often natural and sincere does not 
alter this fact; ‘the @ark subcellar 
abode at once of simplicities and 
defdrmities, exists in the best of 


us. 

“The futurist art expresses, not 
intellectual superiority, but very 
primitive emotion, and illustrates | 
a reversion to ideas and ideals of 
It is not what its 


of conscious idealization of the 
creative spirit. The futurist like 
a good many other people who are 
trying to find some compensation 
for defects in their personality, in- 


sensations and emotions, is expres- 
ing those that were more character- 
istic of man during the early peri- 
ots of his history than they are 
of human beings today. 

“The literary, ag well as musical 
mode in their unsuccessful ef- 
forte to new and startling lines 
on, have practically only 
in recalling some forgot- 
es of very primitive 
ancestors. The furturists practi- 
cally depend for their inspiration 
upon the revival of subconscious 
mental activities that extend ‘far 
back in the history of the race, and 
they surrender unconsciously. to 
the primitive visions and emotions 
of an almost for@etten past. , 

“Their philosopity of art is based 
almost entirely , upon illusion and 
fallacy; for, instead of listening to 
reason, they have simply succeeded 
in giving expression to very primi- 
tive tendencies that have been suc- 
cessfully inhibited by the real tn- 
tellectuals who have contributed to 
the progress of civilization.” 


This from Mr. Bell, only a few 
paragraphs in a remarkably in- 
teresting and illuminating book: 

“Like all sound resolutions, post- 
impressionism is nothing more than 
a return to first principles. Into 
a world where the painter was ex- 
pected to be either a photograrher 
or ay acrobat burst the post-im- 
pressionist, claiming that, above 
all things, he should be an artist. 
Never mind, said he, about repre- 
sentation or accom plishment—mind 
about creating significant form, 
mind about art. 

“Creating a work of art is so 
tremendous a business that it leaves 
no leisure for catching a likeness 
or displaying address. Every sac- 
rifice made to representation is 
something stolen from art. Far 
from beipg the insolent kind of 
revolution it is vulgavly supposed 
to be, post-impressionisam is, in fact, 
a return, not indeed to any particu- 
lar tradition of painting, but to the 
great tradition of visual art. It sets 
before every artist the ideal set 
before themselves b® the primi- 
tives, an ideal which, since the 
twelfth century, has been cherished 
only by exceptional men of genius

Finger-Print Evidence 


Leonardo da Vinci, in obscurity 
and unknown to the art world for 
over 400 years, was recently dis- 
covered in the art collection of 


George T. Pearsons, president of 
‘the Fire Fighting Devices Company 
‘of 70 Fifth avenue, New York City. 
The discovery was made by Ar- 
thur R. BSowaal, noted finger-print 
expert and criminologist of New 
York City, during his investigation 
for finger-print evidence appear- 
ing on various paintings in Mr. 
Pearsons's collection. Mr. Sowaal 
in examining the painting of “St. 
John” discovered certain finger 
prints embedded in the paint 
itself which immediately attracted 
his attention on account of its pe- 
cullarity as to ridge formation and 
a scarred area appearing therein. 
The finger prints discovered 
were those known to the finger- 
print profession as the plain arch 
type, with the mold of a scar ap- 
pearing theretn making an impres- 
sion similar to an elongated figure 
eight or two circles. This finger- 
print evidence Mr. Sowaal found 
to be the same that he discovered 
appearing on the paintings, “Mona

St. Anne,” in the Louvre, Paris, 
and the “St. Jerome” in the Vati- 
can, Rome, all of which were 
painted by Leonardo da Vinci, thus 
establishing on an unassailable. sci- 
entifiCc basis that this “St. John” 
painting of Mr. Pearsons is a Le- 
onardo da Vinci. Finger-print ev- 
idence cannot be questioned, for it 
sends criminals to the penitentiary 
and murderers to the chair and 
gallows. 

It is a well-known fact that Le- 
onardo da Vinci, who was a sculp- 
tor as well as a painter, used his 
sculptoring technique in his paint- 
ings and used his thumb on the 
wet paint to attain certain offecta, 
and thus left his thumb print on 
all of his paintings. 

As long as this particular nt- 
ing remains, just so long will the 
characteristic scar and the mold- 
ing technique which the artist 
made with his right thumb remain 
in the painting. The right thumb 
left the iImpressoins. In each con- 
volution he left contours of lines. 
In some of the convolutions he 
left the impressions. In each con- 
of his thumb with the scar as posi- 
tive evidence, both in the chiroscu- 
ro and in the high lights. 

The peculiar scar of the finger 
print, showing on all the various 
paintings enumerated above, was 
Pearsons with 
delicate instruments. All the fin- 
ger prints check up with each oth- 
er with such a degree of accuracy 
as to prove that the same hand ex- 
ecuted all the paintings enu- 
merafed. 

This scar on the finger print its 
defined as an elo ted figure 
eight or a double circle. The scar 
may h&ve been a permanent one— 
that is to say, the ducts may have 
been destroyed. In that event the 
ridges would never regain thefr 
former appearance—in fact, they 
also would be destroyed. 

It is a matter of record that In 
1510 Moelli, a contemporary of 
Leonardo da Vinci, pointed out to 
a group of friends the finger 
print of Da Vinci appearing on a 
painting in his studio showing that 
even at that time Da Vinci's char- 
acteristic finger print was recog-

|Dr. Jordan Tells City Club 


France Sought Excuse 


Discusses Recent Visit to 
Japanese Shores 


Speaker Says Militarism is 
Dead in Nippon 

“France wants the Ruhr Valley 
coal to operate her Lorraine iron 
mines, and a ‘reparations’ excuse 
is as good as any other for it,” yes- 
terday said Dr. David Starr Jordan, 
Chancellor Emeritus of Stanford 
University. 

“Europe is in an awful tangle, 
and I am not prophesying as to 
the outcome,” said Dr. Jordan. “I 
am reminded of Voltaire’s advice: 
aged try to foretell the future, 
or there ign’t any future.’ How- 
ever, it behooves America to keep 
free from the European entangle- 
ment unless America knows exact- 
ly what she is doing and where 
she is going. 

Dr. Jordan, who, on his recent 
trip to Japan, was made a Knight 
of the Rising Sun, in recognition 
of his scholarly attainments, spoke 
to members of the City Club yes- 
terday on “Japan's New Policy.” 

“The new policy of the govern- 
ment and the people of Japan is 
decidedly antijm perialistic and 
anti-millitary.” said the speaker, 
who cited the withdrawal of arm- 
les from Siberia and Shantung. 
The Women's Peace Society, he 
said, has succeeded in eliminating 
from the text-books all seference, 
to militarism. 


WAR POLICY DEAD. 

“The children of Japan, from 
now on, will not be taught to look 
up to military heroes, but will 
know the great men of history as 
those who have persisted in a good 
cause, desiring the freedom and 
education of the people,” said Dr. 
Jordan. 

“One of the main reasons for 
the present policy of Japan in re- 
gard to militarism lies in the 
gigantic expense of the imperitalis- 
tic policy,” said Dr. Jordan. ‘If 
we had the money we threw away 
in Siberia, we could make Tokio 
a model modern city,’ said the 
Mayor of that city to me not long 

o.”" 
te Jordan said that the intel- 
lectuals of Japan have vs 
been against war and that they 
represent the most important link 
between Japan America, inter- 


preting the two countries to each 


other. 

No country has been so much 
lied about as Japan, according to 
Dr. Jordan, who paid special 
tribute to the honesty of the 
Japanese. In all the 1216 banks 
in Japan there are only two 
Chinese employees, he said, “in 
spite of the story to the effect 
that the Japanese are so dishonest 
thet they have to have Chinese 
tellers in their banks.” 

FRIENDLY TO AMERICA 

“The Japanese people do not fear 
the United States, especially since 
the Washington Conference,” said 
Dr. Jordan. “They have never 


iwanted misunderstanding with ue— 


and they would not accept the 
Philippines as a present, for they 
wouldn't know what to do with 
the islands. Generally, the Japa- 
nese believe in spending their 
money at home. They are sick of 
the very tdea of a vigorous foreign 
policy.” 

Speaking of the so-called yellow 
peril, Dr. Jordan said there is no 
such thing——and that the Mea was 
only “a phobia of ex-Kaiser Wii- 
liam.” Run Yat Sen. said the 
epeaker, is a fantastic dreamer, but 
he said that Chinese affairs will be 
settied right, in good time—f out- 
«ders will give China a chance.

The report of the, department 
for the ‘shows total 
receipts of $331,100, with expenses 
of $198,441.22, a net surplus of 
receipts over expenditures of §132,- 
658.78 for the year, or approxi- 
mately 67 per cent of the total. In 
the twelve months twenty-six em- 
ployees were added to the staff of 
the department, but, says the re- 
port, “even with thie Tncrease the 
t force is insufficient to prop- 


of buildings and of sanitary and 
plumbing and gas fitting.”

In the report that the checking de- 
partment is badly in need of as- 
sistance, and that probably the 

eatest delay in the entire building

FRUIT OF TREE AND HEN. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERG. 


“KR. 8S. writes to this department for 

suggestions as to ways and means 

* of “breeding up” a mixed flock of 
fowls, the object being to improve pro- 
ductiveness as well as uniformity. 

As a general proposition there are but 
few mongrel flocks of fowls in. California, 
the experience (covering a period of years) 
of breeders being that, from every point of 
view, the pure-breds are the most profit- 
able. In cases, however, where the flock is 
of considerable size, and where conditions 
are not favorable for a radical change from 
the mixed flock to one of pure-breds, it is 
feasible and practical to breed up a miscel- 
laneous jot of birds to a point where, in 
commercial values, they will prove quite 
as profitable as pure-breds. Such a provess 
will appeal more to the general rancher 
with poultry as a side issue than to poultry 
farmers, because it can be done at little 
expense. If the mixed flock in type repre- 
sents the American breeds, the method is 
to purchase a number of pure-bred cock- 
erels of one of the American breeds. As an 
instance, let us assume that the mixed 
flock is suggestive of Barred Rock blood 
The mating, say, of 
a duzen cross-bred hens to a pure Rock 
cockerel will result in the “get” in some- 
thing pretty good in the way of uniform 
size,-shape and color. The following year 
select the best females of this cross and 
breed them again to pure-bred Barred 
Rock cockerels of the same blood lines and 
strains. Follow out this method for, say, 
four or five years, and one will establish 
what will nearly, though not fully. be the 
equal of pure-breds in all practical direc- 
tions. One will not be justffied, however, 
in selling breeding specimens as pure 
Barred Plymouth Rocks, nor will the birds, 
as a whole, meet the requirements of ex- 
hibitions, though there may be aie good 


- gpecimen now and then capable of getting 


into the ribbons. If the males are frgm a 
good laying strain, the hens will undoubted- 
ly give good! performances as layers, while 
for table purposes the quality ought to be 
of the Sest. It should be remembered that 
a “bred-up” flock will hardly yield much 
revenue from the sale of hatching eggs and 
breeding stock; and it should further be 
noted that it costs no more to maintain 
pure-breds than .mixed flocks, and that in- 


variably, all things considered, the former | 


will be quite apt to prove the more prof- 
ituble. 


Hen and Tree Fruit | 
While it is true that commercial egg | 
farms have been strongly in evidence for | 


the past two decades, it is also true that 
fully 90 per cent of the total output of hen 
fruit in this country is the product of farm 
flocks, where fowls are a side issue rather 
than the main source of revenue. Thus,

Mendile strengthened the old affirmative 
that like begets like. Natural law is im- 
perative. The evolutionist must be right— 


‘that all that could be has been, all that can 


be is, and all that can be will be. Scientific 
research shows that physical structure dic- 
tates the future of the individual, which 
environment is able to vary and never fails 
to vary. It behooves breeders for eggs to 
examine the physical outer structure of 
good layers and beweme aware of what is 


a good expression outwardly. Only a biole 
«ist cares about the inwardneas, and he will 
tell one that like inwardnesa always ex- 
presses in like outwardness in the very 
young, before a special environment spe- 
cializes organic growth to an adult hen. 
The breeder for eggs should put the envi- 
ronment for egg laying early abuxt youne 
pullets, and keep it as even in all appoint- 
ments as possible. The tiny pullets are fu- 


ture egg machines, and in order to grow the 
machines to a splendid maternity the envi- 


ronment must fit the running of the ma- 
chine with mechanical niceness. The care- 
taker must house rightly, yard rightly, and 
supply hens pure feed and drink, according 
to the best-known practices. The caretaker 
who is a physicist, is a better judge of what 
had better be, because he has a different 
metaphysics from the one who = ignorey 
physics, so we are told. 

Egg-laying is a maternal instinct, exag- 
gerated for commercial purposes by avari- 


cious humanity. Commerce and this special | 


avarice are all right because only a pres- 
ent generation is being exploited. The most 
avaricious of our kind cannot tamper with 
hereditary transmission Of) physical char- 
acter. Races go on in natural law as long 
as born to a fitting environment, and run 
out of existence only when born to an un- 
fitness in the way of structural things.

An ‘Inherited Ability 
The physical ability to lay eggs is inher- 


ited, but how many eggs a hen shall lay in 
a given time is not a matter of inheritance, 


but of the care given the hen structure by | 


the caretaker. We are all interested in the 
Mendelian Laws of Inheritance and wish to 
profit by a knowledge of them in the every- 


day proceedings of breeders. These laws — 


deal only with physical structure, and the 


only way a breeder for eggs can benefit by | 


a knowledge of them is to breed for that 
structure which is known to be egge-making.

ORMANCY for deciduous fruit trees 
has arrived and pruning is under way. 
Pruning is a subject which is always 

of Interest to fruit growers, although it ap- 
pears to many to be a rather mysterious 
horticultural] practice. It is not so mysteri- 
ous, however,

different pruning treatments. 

it used to be considered that, in Cali- 
fornia, the pruning of deciduous trees was 
fully understood, and that the system of 
pruning as formerly practiced was thor- 
oughly satisfactory. Perhaps it was in the 
early days when land was cheap and nurs- 
ery stock, labor and other costs were cor. 
respondingly low. But conditions have 
changed and we have today high land val- 
ues and high costs all around. Hence the 
necessity for adopting methods that will 
insure the best possible returns. 

About four years ago the horticultural 
experts at the college of agriculture an- 
nounced that investigations in pruning had 
brought to light the fact that the old (ali- 
fornia, open vase, heading-hack system of 
pruning was not so satisfactory ax a new 
system which had been developed in the 
course of pruning investigations then wn- 
derway. The new system, which is es- 
sentially a thinning system, but which is 
popularly known now as the “long” system, 
has since that time been demonstrated and 
brought to the attention of the fruit grow- 
ers of the State by the college of agri- 
culture through its Extension Service, now 
established in some forty counties. Prun- 
ing plots by the hundreds have been estab- 
lished with the two systems demonstrated 
side by side for comparison. 

The investigations in pruning have 
shown a number of things about pruning 
which were not known before. What takes 


place within a tree when it is undergoing 
a certain pruning treatment is now better 
understood. Before, it was largely guess 
work. It has been shown that when the 
tops of a tree are cut off each year there is 
less growth than when one merely thins 
the tree so that sunlight can penetrate to 
all parts. Before, the grower was deceived 
in thinking that length growth, resulting 
from heading back, was an indication of 
vigor and fruitfulness. 


WHY DO WE PRUNE? 


It is commonly thought that we prune 
to build strong trees and to produce large 
crops of fruit. Pruning does not mean that, 
primarily, but it does mean three things: 
first, the regulation of fruit production (nu- 
merically;:) second, the proper distribution 
of fruit throughout the tree and, third, a 
renewal of fruit wood and spurs to provide 
for regular bearing. We do not prune to 
get a large amount of fruit, for no prun- 
ing at all will accomplish that. 

To illustrate why we prune let us take 
three trees. Let us consider that the first 

one is not pruned at all, that the second 
is pruned by opening it up so that sunlight 
can penetrate to all parts, but with no cut- 
ting back of the tops; and that the third is 
- pruned more severely by cutting back the 
tops and thinning out as is done with the 
old heading-back system. It is found that 
the unpsuned trees produces more fruit 
buds than either of the other two: the 
thinned three has less than the first tree, 
but more than the headed-back tree. So 
it can be seen that more fruit is produced 
by an unpruned tree than by one not 
pruned, and that the more severely one 
prunes, the less fruit is produced. U'nfor- 
tunately the unpruned tree produces poor 
quality fruit and the headed-back one, on

make it commercially profitable. The 
thinned tree comes nearer the ideal. 

As for distribution of the fruit through- 
out each tree, it is found that the unpruned 
tree has its. fruit mostly in the top and on 
the outside; the thinned tree has its fruit 
well distributed throughout all parts, and 
the headed-back tree has its fruit in clus- 
ters just below the cuts in\the top (usual- 
ly out of reach with old trees.) So pruning 
can accomplish a proper distribution of 
fruit. 

In regard to fruit wood renewal, the 
unpruned tree has its fruit wood shaded out 
on the inside and its fruit is only produced 
in the tops and sides where sunlight can 
strike; the thinned tree is able to produce 
and retain fruit wood because sunlight 
reaches all parts; the headed-back tree has 
its fruit wood shaded out because the tree 
is so dense that sunlight cannot ‘penetrate 
to the interior. Proper pruning can also 
accomplish a renewal of fruit wood. 


FIRST YEAR'S PRUNING 


When a tree comes from the nursery it is 
a straight whip, usually with side’ branch- 
es. If the side branches are sufficiently 
well matured, some of them can be selected 
for main limbs, but it is exceptional to

Usually the best practice is:to cut off alf 
the side branches, leaving a straight whip. 
These should not be cut so close that the 
buds will be killed. The trunk should be 
cut off at a height of from 24 to 30 inches. 

The tree should then be painted with 
whitewash to prevent sunburn. Tree pro- 
tectors are undesirable, as they prevent a 
proper spacing of main lambs. 

In May select three shoots for the first 
framework limbs, one at the top, a second 
seven or eight inches below and forming 
an angle of 120 degrees, and a third seven 
or eight inches below the second. All oth- 
er shoots should have their terminals 
pinched off, leaving three or four leaves to 
protect the trunk from sunburn and to 
manufacture an added amount of plant

The second fall's pruning is to thin out 


the tree sufficiently to let sunlight pene- 
trate to all parts. The amount of pruning 
will depend upon the vigor of the tree and 
the density. Above all principlesn the most 
important one to bear in mind is that 
leaves only function in the presence of 
sunlight; therefore, thin enough. More 
harm results from insufficient opening up 
than from too much of it. 


PRUNING BEARING TREES 
The principles for the pruning of mature 


trees are just the same as those for pru+- 
ing young trees beyond the second year. 
One should train the six main leaders so 
that there is a well-developed lateral branch 
system for fruit production. Different 
kinds of trees are somewhat different in 
their manner of growth and, consequently, 
the treatments vary accordingly. But gen. 
erally the principles of pruning for one kind 
of tree are the same as for another. 


Apricots and plums are simiar in their 


character of growth. Train six main lead- 
ers with a subsystem of lateral branches, 
some of which arise at forked unions, 
while others grow from below and are more 
pendant. Great care should be exercised 
in opening up enough. It is desirable to 
have an open center, but do not open to 
such an extent that the leaders are forced 
outward too much, It is better to prac- 

ice opening up uniformly throughout the | 


tree than too much in one place. While 
the tree is young the leaders should be 
more erect. Hanging branches should be 
encouraged, for they hold up zreat amounts 
of fruit. Never cut back a branch unless it 
is to a lateral sufficteatly large to prevent 
length growth. Cutting back the tops 
should never be practiced. Apricots bear 
their frult on first, second and third-year 
wood, They have a characteristic of form- 
ing fruit spurs. 

Peaches are different from otheg trees 
in that they produce their fruit on one-yeur. 
old wood onty. It is therefore necessary to 


. encourage new wood development. Old 


pruners used to cut back the tops to eet 
this new waeod, but by so doing the very 
best of the fruit buds were always "°c 
moved. Opening up the peach tree so that 
sunlight will penetrate to all parts will 
provide plenty of new wood. The essential 
thing is to prune out enough. A peach tree 
should never have forked branches left in 
the leaders, for breakage will surely result 
and lower fruit wood become shaded out. 
Remove all upright growth and leave only 
the pendant or drooping type. In order to 
prevent excessive fruiting and to accomplish 
part of the fruit-thinning during the pruning 
season, while one is not so rushed for 
time, thin out the fruit wood hearily. 

Pears and apples are more upright ina 
their manner of growth. Only five or six 
main leaders should be allowed to grow. 
cut the smaller upright growt!, suffi- 
ciently to let sunlight in. When one 
brunch hangs over another, remove one of 
them.
